This is a Second Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181 related to establishing the 
Applicants' compliance with 35 USC 372 as of July 19, 2005 for the above-identified 
Application.

In a Notice of Missing Requirements dated February 15, 2006 we were advised that the 
Patent Office file was missing two inventors' signatures to the required Declaration for 
this Application. In response to that Notice of Missing Requirements, on March 3, 2006, 
evidence was submitted showing that the required Declarations signed by all inventors 
(each being a separate page) had been submitted July 19, 2005 along with the rest of the 
required items. Unfortunately, at that time the date-stamped receipt confirmation postcard 
from U.S. Receiving Office, prima facie evidence showing their receipt of the all 
Declaration pages, had not been located and was not provided. However, it was shown by 
alternative uncontested Affidavit and documentary evidence that all the necessary items 
had been properly and timely submitted, including the two missing declaration pages. It 
had appeared and was presumed that the return post card had also been misplaced at the 
U.S. Receiving Office. Our response acknowledged this and requested that all of the other 
evidence we presented be considered to establish that we had met all the requirements of 
35 USC 371 (c)(4) for the filing of our application as of July 19, 2005. 

This request/petition was denied and, on July 28, 2006 Applicants filed a Renewed 
Petition requesting reconsideration of this decision. On or about August 28, 2006 we 
found the missing, date-stamped receipt confirmation postcard that had been filed in the 
wrong case folder. We promptly submitted this as of September 5, 2006 as a Supplement 
to our Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181, but a Petition Dismisal Decision was 
recently received and apparently did not consider the date-stamped receipt postcard. 

Enclosed we include a copy of the date-stamped receipt confirmation postcard 
indicating receipt by the USPTO/USRO, effective as of July 19, 2005, of all the listed 
items, including declarations signed by all four of the inventor/applicants for this 
Application.
